ABOUT CONVICT LABuE. 


The discussion regarding abolition of 


the ayiitem of contract labor in prisons is 
widening and growa in interest. In New 
York, the .question was submitted to the 
people, and a largo majority voted to 
abolish the contract system, for the renw.i 
that, it naturally interfered with houeet 
labor. Within the past two or three 
weeks, tho annual report of the superin- 
tendent of the Now York prisons, has been 
published. In these prisons the contract 
system has beeu adopted. The receipts 
above all expenses have been $9/000. 
The superintendent in the report says to 
the legislature: 


The productive energy and capacity or 


tho prisoners are constantly increasing; 
that their physical und moral condit ioc 
is steadily improving; that their number 
is gradually diminishing, despite tho 
steady growth in the state's population; 
that discipline is more easily maintained, 
and that both the deterrent and the cor- 
rective potency of imprisonment is vis- 
ibly augmented. 


Doubtless the state has beeu profited 


by tho contract system, as 'Wisconsin has 
been by her's, but the demands of trades 
unions and private manufacturers gen- 
erally, has 
produced 
a 
sentiment 


in 
New York which 
has Ind the 


legislature to try another experiment. 
There is no doubt that many private 
manufacturing interests'have been in- 
juriously affected by the present system 
ot lettering prison labor, mil" thia lias 
brought out tho discussion iu regard to 
a change in nearly all tho states. When 
tho Ohio legislature met recently, Goy. 
Hoadlv discussed this question at some 
length in his message. 
He said there 


was no doubt that tho. contract system 
had seriously injured honest labor, »nd 
that the honest labor of the state had a 
right to ask that this injury be reduced to 
a minimum. His suggestion? were that 
"all except life sentences be of an inter- 
mediate character, the term • of confine- 
ment to be determined by the prison au- 
thorities; another that eight hours con- 
stitute a day's woi k for a convict; another 
that at a certain degree of promotion the 
convict shall be allowed iiret to wear cit- 
izen's clothes and then to have his free- 
dom and tho right to his earnings, hut 
subject to the supervision of tho prison 
authorities—a full discharge and restora- 
tion to all tho rights of citizenship being 
oonditioued upon good conduct outside 
ot prison for a stated period."
